Many housewives throughout the 
country may be violating the So 
cial Security laws by not report­ 
ing the cash wages they pay their I 
household help, according to Wil 
liana J. McCauley, district mana-j 
ger of the Social Security Admin­ 
istration 
at 
Youngstown. 
T h i s ! 
could mean that 
the 
household 
workers who are not being report 
ed are deprived of the financial! 
protection they could have under i 
Social Security. This is especially! 
true of “ day workers,” who work j 
for several employers during the 
course of the week 
Many housewives m ay not know 
that the law requires them to re­ 
port household help whom t h e y 
paid $50 or more in a calendar 
quarter 
Others m ay be ignoring 
this obligation because their em­ 
ployes don’t want them to report 
the wages they get. Each employ­ 
er who regularly pays her house­ 
hold worker $4 or more in cash 
each 
week 
must 
file 
a 
return 
showing the name and Social Se­ 
curity number of the worker and 
the amount of the worker's wag­ 
es 
The household employer also 
must send in with the report, the 
6 per cent Social Security tax on 
the wages reported — 3 per cent 
taken out of the pay of the work­ 
er and 3 per cent contributed by 
the employer 
The employer, of 
course, may pay the whole 6 per 
cent herself if she wishes. 
McCauley said also some house­ 
hold employes m ay have asked 
their employers not to file the re-j 
turns because they do not want to 
have their share of the Social Se­ 
curity tax taken out of their pay 
The law, holds the employer re­ 
sponsible for making the cash wag­ 
es for social security purposes.

Not too regular. About once a 
year, I think, would be refresh­ 
ing and stim ulating and, in the 
best sense, inspiring. 
I have not seen the film, but I 
have Mr. F rien d ly ’s word for it 
that 
the 
L ippm ann 
personality 
com es through with great clarity 
and force. 
‘Im not surprised. People who 
have tow ering integrity and great 
intellectual pow er—of whom there 
are very few—m ak e a trem endous 
im pact on television, which is an 
entirely different kind of communi­ 
cations m edium than anything we 
have known 


A MAN like B ertrand Russell or 
Robert O ppenheim er—or Mr. Lipp- 
m an—com es to you on the screen 
as the sum of all the things that 
he has thought or that he has done 
in this life 
All of it is im printed, as it were, 
on his brow, so that he cannot 
even say “ It’s a nice day,” with­ 
out im posing authority. 
I have felt m ost urgently that 
television should m ore often use 
its unique pow ers to bring us the 
great leaders and thinkers of our 
tim e, to inspire and to lift and 
to shape our thinking and our per­ 
sonalities. 
Instead of seeking—as it so in­ 
cessantly does—to be popular, it 
should strive, 
at least some of 
the tim e, to tell the truth—and 
dam n the torpedoes. 
Instead of everlastingly feeling 
the public pulse, TV should have 
a few independent thinkers of its 
own who m ight say: “ The whole 
country is going to such-and-such 
a movie, but it’s a terrible movie. 
Stop it ” 
Or: “ This a book that has caus­ 
ed no stir at all, but if ought to. 
R ead it ” 
Or: “ So-and-so is a very popular 
senator, but we think he’s a bum. 
Don’t vote for h im .” (That'll be 
the day. I don’t expect to live to 
see it.) 
Some of the clear, bracing, Cold­ 
w ater quality of truth is contained 
in the hour-long talk with Mr Lipp­ 
m ann, which ran g es over a dozen 
subjects. 
Nowhere is he so eloquent as on 
the subject of leadership 
Lipp­ 
m ann feels strongly that what he 
calls 
“ the 
old 
gentlem en” 
who 
have run the w orld during and 


(after the w ar are about to re tire 
from participation. 


H E TALKS at length about the 
g reat leaders he has adm ired in 
the p a st—Theodore Roosevelt and 
W oodrow 
Wilson

Churchill and—his current enthus­ 
iasm —De Gaulle. 


A g re at leader, Mr. Lippm ann 
says, m ust have the “ ability to 
see w hat is. He m ust be able to 
see through the excitem ent of daily 
events.

w hat is perm anent and enduring. 
This ability—this second sight—is, 
to m y m ind, the quality of g reat 
lea d ers." 


One person who has not got this 
quality of second sight at all in 
the Lippm ann view is President 
E isenhow er, of whom Lippm ann 
speaks with crushing candor th at 
the Ike fans are not going to like. 


Of th e presidency, Mr. Lippm ann 
says the ideal m an should be—as 
all 
lead ers should be—articulate 
but th is articulateness m ust not 
be aim ed at the lowest comm on 
denom inator. 
R ath er, it should be aim ed at the 
best m inds in the country and they 
would c a rry it on down iO the low­ 
est level. ^ T h a t is a thought that 
the 
broadcasting 
industry m ight 
think about a bit.) 
H ere are the Lippmann thoughts 
about another leader that m ight 
intrigue you: 
“ One of the m ost 
handsom e, attractive young m en— 
quite superficial, rath er uneducat­ 
ed but so charm ing that everybody 
likes him . but nobody ever con­ 
ceived of him as President of the 
U nited S tates.” 
T hat 
sounds like 
a thum bnail 
p o rtra it of Sen Kennedy but actu­ 
ally it is M r. Lippm ann’s view of

Steel Output 
I For '60 Seen 
I Up 21 Per Lent 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Although 
1 a few top executives of the steel 
i industry foresee production of 115 
million tons for 1960, Steel M aga- 
jzine today predicted output would 
be about 113 millions tons, or up 
21 per cent from 1959's strike-re 
duced figure. 
The weekly journal 
of m etal­ 
working said the gip in ingot out­ 
put will reach bottom thie week 
and then begin a gradual pickup. 
Last week mills w orked at 54.8 
per cent of capacity, m elting about 
1,560,000 ingot tons. 
The July production 
ra te will 
average about 55 per cent; August, 
60 per cent; and Septem ber, 70 
per cent, Steel said. F or the third 
q u arter the average will be 62 per 
cent, com pared with 70 per cent in 
the second q u arter and 94 per cent 
in the January-F ebruary - M arch 
period, the m agazine added. 
Steel quoted Joseph 
L. 
Block, 
Inland Steel Co. chairm an, as ex ­ 
pecting a second-half production of 
54 to 57 million tons if orders pick 
up this m onth. He forsees 115 to 
118 million tons produced for the 
year. C. M. Beeghly, president of 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp., aleo 
looks for a 1960 output of around 
115 million tons, and so does L. S. 
H am aker, Republic Steel Corp.'s 
vice president of sales. 
Of the ll steelm aking districts, 
D etroit alpne showed a production 
gain—two points to 82 per cent of 
capacity. The w estern district was 
(unchanged at 63 per cent produc­ 
tion, and the other nine districts 
all 
recorded 
declines. 
Cleveland 
slipped five points to 59 per cent of 
capacity, and Cincinnati was down 
four points to 50 per cent of c ap a­ 
city. 
The big Pittsburgh district drop­ 
ped under the 50 per cent level by 
skidding ll points to 48 p e r cent of 
(capacity, and Youngstown, w here 
the ra te has been lowest, declined

LONDON (AP) — A small town 
politician’s

started Britons debating whether 
Roman Catholics should be wel­ 
comed into public office. 
And once in office, should their 
Church try to influence the way 
they perform their duties? 
John Crogan, mayor of Chester, 
near the English-Welsh border, is 
a Roman Catholic. Last Sunday 
he led the city fathers to a civic 
service 
in 
the 
city’s 
Anglican 
cathedral. He was instantly re­ 
buked 
by 
his 
Roman 
Catholic 
bishop, the Most Rev. J 
A. Mur­ 
phy 
"Catholic mayors up and down 
the country are worshiping God in 
in 
the 
churches 
of 
their 
bap­ 
tism ,” the bishop said. "I am sor­ 
ry that the present mayor of Ches­ 
ter feels that he must change his 
place of worship 
when 
he 
be­ 
comes mayor.” 
The mayor replied: "I was in­ 
vited to lead the council to the 
civic service. I took the view that 
people of all creeds had chosen 
m e to represent them on the coun­ 
cil and, as mayor of the city, I 
chose to attend the service.”

intolerable

science when we demand that he 
worship God in a church in which 
he does not believe.” 
The bishop said any suggestion 
of a conscience test in public life 
would be offensive 
"In other words,” he said. "if 
in conscience a person cannot at 
tend a non-Catholic service then 
he must not be a m ayor.” 
The Times gave prominence to 
the views of indignant Anglican 
clergymen, puzzled laymen, and a 
variety of Catholics.
